he asserted. *Tlie shortiige of farm 
labor requires special consideration 
and already is receiving attention 
from manpower officials. New farm 
management problems appear with 
the limited supplies of feed, fertilizer 
and seeds.

$16,000 In War Bonds 


Adoiiis county funds soon will bo 
used to purchase $16.000 in Series 
O. U.S. Wnr bonds. 


Tlint action was decidcd upon 
Wednesday afternoon at the an- 
nual meeting of the county Shik- 
ing FHnid Board at the connnls- 
inissloners' omcc at the court house. 


The board voted to use $16.000 of 


the $16.777.28 now in its hands to 
buy war bonds with cxjx^ctation of 
cashing the bonds in 1950 when the 
sinking fund will be used to pay off | 
the last county bonds wlilch are now 
outstanding. 


The Scries G. bonds pay 2»ii per 
cent interest with interest payment« 
made semi-annually.
